coin, who is awaiting deportation in 
the government jail at Angel Island. 
It is believed the confession was in- 
spired through motives of revenge 
for the reason that the prisoner's for- 
mer associates have done nothing to 
aid him in his predicament. 

Just how much Ducoin, himself 

convicted of a crime — under 
the white slave laws, has divulged 
could not be learned. It was ad- 
mitted tonight, however, that Detec- 
tive Sergeant Joseph Redmond, head 
of the police white slave squad, is 
looking for a man named “Devine” 
and another alleged white slaver who 
ia said to own property here worth 
several thousand dollars, and whose 
name the detective would not di- 
vulge. 
Also it was said that John Robin- 
son of the United States Immigration 
Bureau, with Redmond, may send to 
Los Angeles for Emile Pomato, alias 
Crespi, now in jail there on a white 
slavery charge. 

The four men, Redmond said last 
night, planned to corner the white 
slave market here and in Los Angeles, 
and then, through the man “Devine,” 
do the same in Seattle and Portland. 
Devine is sald to be in the north. 

The ring of four is said to be 
financed to the extent of $500,000, 
and to have planned the importation 
here of scores of foreign women and 
the recruiting of the red light district 
with girls from every part of the Pa- 
cific Coast and adjacent territory. 

Emile Pomato, or Crespi, has fie- 
ured in a number of unsavory epi- 


sodes in this city of late years. Hey 
was arrested in July, 1911, as a sus- 
pect in the sensational abduction of 
Helen Whitson Johnson from her 
home in the Santa Cruz Mourftaina, 
At that time he was associated 
with Henri de Lorme, who ultimately 
escaped jail by marrying the girl, and 
with H. Duval, all said to be mem- 
bers of a white slave ring that oper- 
ates throughout the State. De Lorme 
eventually was deported to France.

After months of ob- 
servation he was transferred to the 
Stockton State Hospital, where — 
insanity experts made a special study 
ef his case.

Two hundred weary travelers wil!

cific, seven days out from Santa Bar- 
bara.

Two new bents will be required to 
replace the Los Feliz road bridge at 
the Pigeon Farm, and this will cost 
$500. A similar amount must be ex- 
pended on riprapping at the Aliso- 
street bridge across the Los Angeles 
River, and $600 at the First-street 
viaduct and $1000 at the Fourth- 
street bridge will be required for 
similar work. 

That at least $20,000 will be re- 
quired to put into proper condition 
the streets throughout the citv was 
admitted yesterday by the officials 
of the street department and the City 
Engineer. Several weeks will be re- 
quired to carry this work to comple- 
tion, but no time is to be lost by the 
street department. The increased 
forces that will be put on the work 
this morning are expected to make 
go0d progress in opening up and put- 
ting into usable condition the woret 
places in the twelve street districts, 
and then the forces will be shifted 
about 80 as to take care of the most 
important repairs first. Five hun. 
dred men and 199 teams will be able 
to accomplish a vast amount of this 
Class of work within a few days. 

THE SILVER LINING. 

A bit of silver ining broke through 
the clouds of damages yesterday, 
when the city officialsa made an in- 
— on of the Hollywood district. 
They found that tons upon tons of 
the finest grade of sand for sprink- 
ling over olled streets has deen 
awept down from the hills into the 
streets. They propose to have this 
removed to vacant lots and draw up- 
on it as a supply for the regular 
street repair work in that district. 

In this connection there has arisen 
a renewed discussion of the advis- 
ability of the city collecting a charge 


sand and gravel that will be taken 
from the bed of the Los Angeles 
River. 

The storm has demonstrated that 
there is wisdom in deepening the 
channel of the river. During the past 
few years the channel has been deep- 
ened from fifteen to twenty feet, 
through the hauling of sand and 
gravel. Had the channel been left 
in its former condition there ie noth- 
ing that could have saved the river 
flate from a serious inundation and 
possibly great loss of life. 

With the receding of the waters 
the great pits made by the sand- 
haulers will be filled up to the gen- 
eral channel level, and the way will 
be opened fur the easy excavation 
of thousands of tons of first-class 
building material. 

Some months ago an ordinance 
was framed providing for the plac- 
ing of city agents at all of the road- 
ways to the river bed, from the Ar- 
rovo Seco to the southerly’ § city 
houndaries, for the purpose of col- 
lecting a revenue of 26 cents per 
load for sand and gravel. 

The Council was about to adopt 
this ordinance when a strong plea 
against it was made by the team- 
erm, and—it being near election 
time—the ordinance was allowed to 
die a natural death. 

Tt wes estimated that the city 
could derive a revenue of from $15.- 
000 to $20,900 a year from this 
source, through the provisions of the 
proposed ordinance. 

GARBAGE FOR FISH. 

A serious condition resulting from 
the storm's curtailment of suburban 
electric service has been that which 
prevented the city’s garbage being 
hauled out to the hog ranches at 
Durbin, near Covina. 

People did not stop eating because 
of the storm, and the daily collec- 
tion of waste foods, etc., has kept 
right on.

The Chamber of Commerce has begun a 
new year. Its twenty-seventh anniversary 
was celebrated Saturday evening with cere- 
mony befitting an organization that, or 
over a quarter of a century, has fought and 
won battles for the commercial develop- 
— of Los Angeles and Southern Califor- 


The organization wis called into exist- 
ence on the anniversary of Washington's 
Birthday in 1888, and as the years pass, the 
Chamber takes a patriotic pleasure in 
checking up, on the 22nd of each February, 
the list of achievements that it has under- 
taken, sustained and completed. And the 
record that stands behind that organiza- 
tion—or, more appropriately, that institu- 
tion, for such ft has béecome—is brilliant 
with victories and unsullied by failure. Its 
history, is one of triumph; the sort of tri- 
umph that comes when loyal citizens band 
together and give their energy to definite 
projects in building up and developing the 
latent resources of their community. 

From the time that it began the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has been free of factional 
spirit and territorial discrimination. it 
has stood for the whole of Southern Call- 
fornia. Long ago it was wisely realized 
that Los Angeles would prosper in pro- 
portion to the prosperity of all the commu- 
nities in the southern part of the Stats. 
And the Chamber of Commerce has bee 
as a board of strategy in the campaign for 
prosperity, recruiting and mobilizing armies 
of settlers, sending out engineers to pre- 
pare the way and directing home-seekers 


With each year its strength has in- 
creased. The Chamber of Commerce be- 
gan with a membership of sixty-five and it 
has grown to be the greatest altruistic com- 
mercial body in the world, with 3300 ac- 
tive, earnest and loyal members. That 


growth has been great, but it has been | 


gradual. It did not swell over night. The 
record of each year has won new members 
anxious to assist in making a more splen- 
did record for the next. And 1913 was a 
bright year for the Chamber, but the out- 
look for 1914 is even more auspicious— 
because, among other things, it carries the 
heritage of the year just past. 

It would be a long task to undertake to 
enumerate the things which have been ac- 
complished during 1913 that reflect credit 
on the organization, but among the differ- 
ent phases of work which the Chamber 
may view with pride as having accom- 
plished are the effective efforts made in 
calling the attention of eastern manufac- 
turers to the industrial opportunities of 
Southern California and also to what has 
been accomplished in awakening the pro- 
ducers and shippers of Southern California 
to the possibilities offered by foreign trade. 

But with the new year will come the 
opening of the Panama Canal, attended by 
the flood of commerce and immigration 
that has been held in check by the isth- 
mus. The work to be done in handling the 
new forces of development, as well as in 
stimulating others, is heaped high before the 
new officers—and the loyal old members. 

There is no question but that the organ 
ization will maintain in the future the 
same dignity that bas added to its influ- 
ence and character in the past. It has 
ever held high purposes and has accom- 
plished grand work. Never has it stooped 
to indulge in vaudeville performances for 
a consideration, or to give “leg shows” to 
raise money. It is an organization of citi- 
sens superior to trumpery; an organiza- 
tion that has never necded to compete 
with theatrical managers to finance itself, 
because its work has been so effective, ro 
beneficial and so non-partisan that the 
united support of Los Angeles and of South- 
ern California has ever stood behind the 
Chamber of Commerce and will continue 
to stand behind it. 


VOICE OF SOCIALISM. 

An old enemy under a new name is mak- 
ing its noisome presence known througho.it 
the country. For years a publication issued 
at Girard, Kan., under the misnomer of “The 
Appeal to Reason” ‘ranted at all opponents 
of Socialism. Revelation of graft, hypocrisy 
and insincerity on the part of the manage- 
ment effectively crumpled the paper, and 
though it is not dead its influence has been 
nullified. But the cold-blooded, money-mak- 
ing management was skilled in making cap- 
ital out of venomous attacks on established 
institutions, and under a different guise lent 
its support to “The Menace,” a weekly pub- 
lished at Aurora, Mo., the avowed purpose 
of which is to do as much harm as possible, 
with the use of whatever misrepresentation 
and lies seem suitable, to the Catholic 
church. 

The reason for its animus is transparent. 
The Catholic church is one of the most in- 
fluential and substantial opponents of Social- 
ism in the world. If the authority of the 
Catholic church were crushed the SociTalists 
would find many avenues opened that are 
now closed to their proselyters. The church 
is fundamentally opposed to the principles 
of Socialism, and the whole of its powerful 
organization has been put into operation to 
check and drive back the disciples of Marx 
and Engels. 

The Socialists have long been furious at 
this masterful opposition, and they have 
been helpless against it. But “The Menace” 
came to lead a flank attack on the church. 
That paper has made an effort to conceal its 
Socialistic affiliation, but authoritative in- 
formation from the “inner circle” reveals 
the machinery, and shows that the leading 
lights of “The Appeal to Reason” are aid- 


ing The Menace”—but keeping themselves 


under a bushel, as it were. 

“The Menace” publishes anything, regard- 
less of truth, that directly or indirectly may 
reflect discredit on the Catholic church. The 
testimony of defrocked priests is given cir 
culation; the wildest stories are told in the 
yellowest language—as for instance that the 
Knights of Columbus are a Catholic militia, 
armed, drilled and ready to attempt to seize 
the United States any time the Pope issues 
the order. What rot! “The Menace” 
charges that the Catholic church dominates 
the Federal government, that the purpose 
of the church is to ultimately seize and de- 
stroy the United States, and intimates that 
all Protestants will be converted or burned. 

The Socialists are making the same sort 
of attack against the church as they make 
against all who oppose them. In every

It may run on for years—and then, as with 
“The Appeal to Reason,” one of these days 
somebody connected with the management 
will put a revolver to his head rather than 
bear the exposure of graft and hypocrisy, 
and a great many people throughout the 
country will learn how completely they have 
been hoaxed. 


EPEAL THE DIRECT PRIMARY LAW. 
In the enactment of some laws the mem- 
bers of the Republican party may not always 
have acted with wisdom, and where such 
laws were not an outgrowth of its funda- 
mental principles, but were experimental, 
and the experiment has not resulted favor- 
ably there is no disloyalty to the party in 
urging their repeal. 

Experience has demonstrated that the dl- 

rect primary law, which costs the taxpayers 
of California over $1,000,000 every time it is 
invoked, does not produce the results which 
its promoters promised and expected. It 
serves as an aid rather than an obstacle to 
secret manipulation of nominations. Pen- 
rose and Hin in Pennsylvania and the 
Guggenheims in Colorado were strenuous 
advocates of the direct primary. 
The direct cost to the taxpayers of the 
direct primary, great as it is, is small com- 
pared with the greater cost to the candi 
dates. No man with a bank account of less 
than four or five figures can attempt to be 
a candidate for a State or, in some instances, 
a county office; and so far as the illegiti- 
mate use of money is concerned, the direct 
primary offers far greater opportunities than 
the convention system. 

A writer in the New York Sun said some 
time ago: “The real friend of the bosses in 
the direct primary is the plurality system of 
selection. The cornerstone of the power of 
the boss rests in hig ability to place his 
highly organized minority in power over the 
hugely unorganized majority, thus insuring 
control over elections, thus guaranteeing his 
power for the distribution of the loot. By 
working a simple variation on the old game 
of the split vote, the “bosses” have found 
themselves in a position practically to deter- 
mine the nomination as easily with the pri- 
mary as with the convention.” 

In California the Progressives—that is to 
say about six of them—Johnson, Eshleman, 
Earl, Guy Eddie, Lissner and Rowell—have 
held an indirect primary of their own in 
Earl’s office, seven months in advance of the 
direct primary, and arranged who shall be 
nominated at the direct primary. It will 
cost the taxpayers a million dollars to reg- 
ister the decrees of this plunderbund. Wii 
any Progressive pretend to think that it will 
be possible for him to vote for the nomina- 
tion of any Progressive candidate for Gov- 
ernor other than Hiram Johnson?

CIVILIZATION OF INDIANS.

Many years ago Brig.-Gen. R H. Pratt— 
a Civil War yeteran—was detailed to es 
tablish and ¢onduct the Carlisle Indian 
He did this so successfully for the 
government, and with such beneficial re- 
sults to the Indians under his charge, that 
he. is recognized as authority on all mat- 
ters connected with our Indian policy. 
Gen. Pratt, 4s a result of his years of 


opinion that the so-called Indian problem 
is not any problem. He sees no reason why 
red men should be dealt with differently 
from white men or black men. He pro- 


rapidjy-changing and questionably-purposed 
agencies.” 
— 

It has long been the opinion of others be 
sides Gen. Pratt that the best solution of 
the Indian problem would be to bring the 
Y uplifting environment of a present-day civ- 
’ flization to bear directly on the wards of 
the nation. it is an aphorism among edu- 
ratoré that Te contact of peoples is the 
best of all educators.” 

Mies Frances K. Willard, in her remin- 
iscenses, relates that in 1890. while a guest 
of Gen, Pratt at Carlisle, she asked him 
hom he could get the Indians out of their 
ffnfortunate estate and into useful Amer 
wan citizenship? His answer was, “There 
are about 260,000 Indians in the United 
States. There ate 2700 counties. I would 
divide them up in the proportion of about 
nine Indians to @ county and find them 
homes and work among our people. That 
would’ solve the knotty problem in abont 
tliree years’ time and there would be no 
mrs an Indian question.“ 

To make such a plan successful there 
would need to he. wiser selection of locali 
tien than the government made of Indian 
agents in 1870 when it superseded army 
offiders with preathers. It sent a Calvin- 
ist to the Alaskan Indians who listened to 
i and made baste to be wicked that 
they might enjoy hereafter the warmth not 
obtainable in the ‘frogsen north, and it sent 
a Baptist to Humboldt county, Nevada, 
whefe there was thot water enough to pro»- 
erly immerse a convert. 

Again, im colonizing the Los, great care 
would, need to be exercised, for there a 
Indians and Indians. There is as muc 
differatice between a gentle and dirty grass 
hopper hunting Shoshone and a scalp-hunt- 
ing Camanche as there is between a Meth- 
odist bishop and an orange-stealing Toopl- 
ous.; The difference between Indians in 
Arizona was described by the desert poet, 
the late Charles D. Poston. He said— 
“He is not a vile wretch, he is not an

Bishop Edwin H. Hughes, in his 
address yesterday afternoon before 
the Los Angeles Ebell, paid a tremen- 
dous tribute to the teacher, to whom 
he declared literature has not done 
full justice in the pen pictures drawn, 
notably in fiction, where the teacher 
is more often shown as a, caricature 
than a character, as witness in the 
novels of Dickens, who, while he 
pulled up many thorns, planted no fir 
trees. However, in excuse fof this, 
it is a notable fact that the educa- 
tional system of Dickens's day needed 
heroic treatment and his caricatures 
were not too drastic to fit the case. 

The president of the club. Mrs. 
W. L. Jores, in introducing Bishop 
Hughes, referred to the fact that he 
was president of De Pauw Univer- 
sity when appointed to the bishopric. 
Therefore he spoke from the stand- 
point of personal experience when he 
discussed the, question of education 
and educators. He decried a tend- 
ency toward aristocracy which pre- 
vails in some institutions. 

“There are scores of schools in the 
United States today,” he said, en- 
gaged in putting ideas into young 
people’s heads which are utterly an- 
tagonistic to the spirit of democracy. 
Aristocracy should be struck dead at 
the schooiroom door. The teacher 
should be so truly democratic as to 
recognize worth whether it be clothed 
in silk or cotton, in homespun or 

cloth.” 

Going through the realm of fiction, 
for his topic was “The Teacher in 
Novels.“ he described how the teach- 
er is depicted in our best known books 
—Ichabod Crane, the teacher of 
Sleepy Hollow, as presented by Wash- 
ington Irving; Duncan Duncanson 
in “The Stickit Minister.” Dr. Blim- 
ber and Gradgrind and Squeers and 
a host of others as depicted by Dick- 
ens. “All the world loves ‘Nicholas 
Nickelby’,” he said, “because he gave 
Squeers, who is the devil's idea of a 
teacher, a goad thrashing.” 

Tenderly he gave the eloquent pas- 
sages from lan Maclaren's beloved 
Domsie, with his Scotch passion for 
learning, as he pleaded with Drums- 
heugh that Geordie Howe might 
have his chance. “Tom Brown's 
School Days at Rugby,“ and other 


works of fiction, some with a basis; 


of fact, were in turn dealt with, and 
in the bishop's final tribute to about 
the hardest worked profession on 
earth he observed succinctly that the 
best teachers are not found in books 
—they are found in the schoolroom. 

Near the close of his lecture, Bishop 
Hughes paused to give a personal 
word of welcome to Prof. Jesse Macy, 
one of his old teachers at Grinnell 
College, whom he spied in the audi- 
ence. He was so delighted to see his 
old “prexy” that he simply couldn't 
wait till the close of his lecture to 
welcome him. Rising at once to the 
occasion, the president, Mrs. Jones, 
suggested that the distinguished edu- 
cator come to the platform, and the 
audience indorsed the invitation with 
‘such insistent hand-clapping that the 
tall, gray-haired professor was forced 
to go forward and mount the plat- 
form, where he was warmly greeted 
by the bishop and made to say a few 
words to the audience 

Prof. Macy was a teacher at Grin- 
nell for a continuous period of forty- 
two years, and when he retired, a year 
ago last June, it happened that Bish- 
op Hughes was one of the trustees 
for that $15,000,000 pension fund for 
teachers, and he saw to it that his 
beloved professor was placed on that 
solid financial foundation of which he 
was so worthy. 

Conditions in China. 

Another speaker at Ebell yesterday 
was Dr. W. J. Locke of China, who 
is one of the fourteen Presbyterian 
missionaries selected by the board to 
come to America to raise a million- 
dollar fund to be used in educational! 
and religious work in China. This 
corps of missionaries was chosen be- 
cause they were considered the best 
men for the work, on account of their 
perfect understanding of the political, 
economicai and religious situation in 
China, Dr. Locke is a Scotchman, 
with a delicious burr in his tone, and 
has been on the field for sixteen vears, 
so he ought to know what he is talk- 
ing about. He spoke with great en- 
thusiasm and directness and referred 
to the revolution over there as the 
greatest fact in a thousand years and 
the greatest fact in religious history 
since Calvary and the Pentecost. 

“For a millennium or two,“ he said. 
“there lay in the lap of Asia, quies- 
cent, a prolific people—the greatest in 
vital co-efficiency of any race the 
world has ever known. Suddenly. in 
a night, there was a mighty awaken-

ing. and her adolescent blood was 
crying for its own, and it will have 
a first place in the world, whether we 
will or no— that's the menace of the 
East. We may laugh if we 1 
Rome, and Greece, and Persia and 
Babylonia died laughing. We may 
hug to ourselves the pleasing fallacy 
that we are It and alone. What stands 
between America and a like fate of 
those ancient countries that died 
laughing?’ There never has been a 
time when any nation looked to an- 
other for assistance and guidance as 
she staggers up as China is today 
looking to America. It is the hand- 
writing of God on the wall of our 
country and God help civilization if 
we refuse. The American missionary 
is Americanizing China. England sees 
it—all the world sees it.” 

Speaking of the political situation, 
Dr. Locke paid his respects to Sun 
Yat Sen as a great political agitator 
whose plan for an uprising came off 
prematurely, and he was wise enough 
to resign. His successor, Yuan Shi 
Kal, he described as a man with a 
big head, full of the best brains he 
ever knew. Concerning the Confu- 
clan religion, which China has pro- 
posed to make the state religion, he 
declared it is not a new movement, 
but simply a new affirmation of what 
China has’always believed. He pro- 
nounced Confucianism a splendid 
starting place for Christian instruc- 
tion, and declared that it is Con- 
fucianism that has held China to- 
gether. “We missionaries are not 
afraid of Confucianism.” he con- 
cluded. “We look upan it as some- 
thing that will be eventually glorified 
into the spirit of Jesus Christ.“

OLD IDEAS. 
Montgomery's play has the new ex-: 
pression of the old ideas in a won- 
Gerfully clear and terse form. li is 
simply the doctrine that a man will 
have just as much as he can realize. 
He will get as much out of life as 
he cares to ask for. It is not so 
much a question of an idle wish, but 
of a conscious claim upon a world 
full of good things for those who can 
be aware of their goodness and who 
ean bring appreciation to the objects 
desire. — 
In the story a young man, whose 
grandfather had founded a big ad- 
vertising business in New York, finds 
himself a as an employce 


of the house. A prety English girl. 
with whom he is in love, comes in 
at the psychological moment with the 
biggest bunch of psevchologv he ever 
listened to and together they put it 
on a working das in short order. 
She believes, and at first he has noth- 
ing to go on but the conviction un- 
der which she has brought him. 

He starts out by demanding her 
and, just te show him that it will 
work, she takes him on the spot. 
Then he demands a partnership with 
the firm that fired him and he gets 
that. In fact. just as fast as he could 
realize a need and see what would fit 
it, the world doubles itself up in 
haste to give him everything he now 
asks for. 

WELL ACTED.

Storm Epitome, 


NARROW ESCAPES BUT NO 
DEATHS AT MONROVIA. 


ONROVIA, Feb. °23.—No lives 
have been lost in this district 
during the recent storm. The 
last to be rescued from perilous posi- 
tions were G. F. Tallman and W. C. 
Walsh, ranchers, who were dragged 
to safety today about noon from an 
island formed in the new course of 
the San Gabriel River. The island is 


just large enough and high enough to 


keep the ranch-house of Tallman and 
Walsh from being swept away. The 


men were caught Thursday when the 


Santa Fe embankment went out. 
Since Thursday they have been 
forced to remain in their temporary 
prison, expecting any time that the 
river would rise and sweep them both 


away. Luckily, they had a plentiful 
supply of food in the house, and did 
not suffer. Two horses were caught 
and imprisoned with them. 

Repeated efforts had been made by 
neighboring ranchers to get them to 
the mainiand, but the raging flood 
defied every effort until today, when 
ropes were cast from the mainiand 
to the island on which Tallman and 
Walsh were marooned and the men 
dragged ashore. Both horses were 
likewise rescued. The rescuing party 
consisted of E. W. Bushnell, A. R. 
Thompson and H. L. Ellsworth, all 
ranchers living in the vicinity. 

Monrovia proper came off with re- 
markably small losses. About $1000 
damage was done the streets, and pos- 


sibly an equal amount will be neces- 
gary to repair the washouts on the 
city water mains at Santa Anita Creek 


and in Sawpit Canyon. It is reported 
that about 800 feet of sewer main, 
south of the city, has been washed 
cut, but the extent of this. damage 
cannot be estimated until the waters 
recede. 

The section hardest hit lies below 
the Santa Fe tracks south of Duarte. 
When, on Thursday, the Santa Fe em- 
bankment gave away, it allowed a 
solid wall of water, several feet in 
height, to sweep. down over the old 
river bed and t into a number of 
orange, chicken and turkey ranches. 

The Pacific Electric established a 
line to Los Angeles this afternoon 
by transferring passengers at the 
Sata Anita bridge, between Monro- 
via and Arcadia. This bridge was 
washed out Thursday, but the track 
has been completely cribbed up and 
by this evening it is believed that 
cars can be sent across. A gang of 
a hundred men and many teams are 
busy in the big P.E. cut at Duarte, 
clearing the track, which was sub- 
merged several feet under a deposit 
of clay and sand when the cut was 
filled Thursday. Until this track is 
cleared it will be impossible to get 
cars through to Azusa or Glendora. 

The Santa Fe will not be able to 
complete their line until after the riv- 
er goes down, as the main body of 
the San Gabriel has been diverted 
from beneath the Santa Fe bridge and 
is a roaring torrent to the west, which 
it will be impossible for many days 
to stem. It is said that it will take 
four days of work, after the river has 
subsided, to get a track through, as 
the river has cut a deep channel over 
1000 feet in width west of the bridge. 
Only a small amount of water goes 
under the bridge. It was rumored 
this morning that the current was 
cutting through the east embankment 
and threatening Azusa, but the rumor 
was denied by the Santa Fe agent. 
Should a body of water break over 
the east bank, it might easily do many 
thousands of dollars damage to Azusa 
property. 

Yesterday was a great day for au- 
tomobilists at the San Gabriel. Hun- 
dreds of machines were parked near 
the bridge, on the east side of the 
river, and a large crowd watched 
venturesome motorists cross the new 
stream which has sprung up out of 
the flood waters and crosses. the for- 
merly dry wash. A number of cars 
were stalled when they were rushed 
through, and the crowd roared with 
delight when the driver was forced 
to get gut in the yellow flood and 
crank his engine. A rancher with a 
strong team did a thriving business 


among those who shipped too much 
water and had to be towed out. 

A considerable amount of damage 
is reported from the Santa Anita 
wash, west of Monrovia. The stream 
here cut away a good deal of land. 
washed out the P.E. bridge, carried 
away the Monrovia water main from 
Chapman wells and the Arcadia gas 
main from the Monrovia supply plant. 
For twenty-four hours Arcadia was 
without gas, but the difficulty was 
finally solved when a line was laid 
on top of the ground, from the Foot- 
hill boulevard south. The water main 
is still out, but the water from the 
Sawpit Canyon has been turned into 
the city reservoirs and is being used 
for domestic purposes, although it is 
necessary to filter it. W. N. Monroe, 
water superintendent, says that there 
will be a connection made with Mon- 
rovia's regular water supply tomor- 
row. 

Local telephone, electric and gas 
service has never for an hour been 
stopped, although frequent washouts 
of poles and mains made strenuous 
work for the employees of the various 
com panies. The long-distance line 
from Monrdvia to Sierra Madre is out 
at present, however. 

A miniature cloudburst in Clover- 
leaf Ganyon at the height of the last 
storm caused a landslide at the head 
of the canyon, wiping away the road 
to Clovercrest, a summer camp at the 
head of the canyon. There was some 
damage done in the canyon by the 
flood, but nothing that cannot be re- 
paired within a few days.

Kilfoil Murder Case Hinges 
Upon This Evidence. 


Beach Drug Stores Scoured 
for Arsenic Sale. 


“Punk” Hall Am pliſies Bi 
Story Told “Times.” 


The hunt for the poison . 
in the Kltoll murder mystery turned 
toward Venice last night when Détec- 
tive William Bright of the District At- 
torney’s office received valuable injfor- 
mation that led him to believe the 
arsenic which caused Mary Kilfoil's 
death was obtained in a desen 
pharmacy. 

Nearly every drug store poison res- 
ister in Los Angeles and most other 
sources of poison in the city have byen 
scoured by detectives, but no tangible 
clew has been forthcoming. Detective 
Bright last night began to make the 
rounds of Venice, Santa Monica und 
Ocean Park drug stores and hopes to 
find the one essential bit of evidence 
upon which the whole murder * 
hinges. 
More witnesses were found yester- 
day who told detectives they had geen 
a bottle. of arsenic in the possession 
of Kilfoil, although Dr. J. E. Davis, a 
dentist of No. 4328 Central avenue, 
who had been implicated by Albert 
“Punk” Hall, denied knowledge of the 
poison. Dr. Davis is engaged to Fran- 
ces Palmer, a sister of Lillian Palmer, 
who is about to be confined at a hos 
pital in San Diego 

Chief Deputy District Attorney Ford 
passed yesterday waiting for the re- 
turn of the detectives who went to San 
Diego to get the story of Lillian 
Palmer and left further investigation 
of the case to Detective Bright. — 
TO QUESTION BOY FRIEND. 


A detective will be sent north for 
Cecil King, the boy friend of Lillian 
Palmer, who ran away when exposure 
of the Kilfoil case seemed imminent. 
It is believed that this boy's story will 
aid materially in throwing further 
light on the case. 

“Punk” Hall was not taken to ithe 
District Attorney's office yesterday, it 
being a holiday, but will be taken 
there today to make a formal state- 
ment of all that he . about ithe 
Palmer-Kilfoil relationship. 

In the slow process of the Kilfoil 
case development many of the essen- 
tial details of the m of Janu- 
ary 2, when Mary Kilfoil was kiljed, 
have been overlooked. Det 


tive evidence of Philip Kilfoll’s state- 
ment that he was not at home when 
the poison breakfast was served. He 
said that he was at his office in the 
Los Angeles Investment building. 
Those who were « the Kilfoil office 
on that morning do n.' recollect hav- 
ing seen him there. It ‘further gaid 
that he went home unexpectedly after 
the poisoning incident and without 
ha been summoned. 

“Punk” Hall yesterday amplified his 
story. as told exclusively in The Times, 
by saying that Lillian Palmer told 
him that Philip Kilfoll sent Lillian’s 
parents East last summer, furnishing 
them with money to go. Hall is ng 
held at home under promise of his 
father that he will be delivered. at 
the District Attorney's office today. 
story of having known that Kilfoil 
had poison is regarded as one of the 
strongest points in the whole investi- 
gation, since Kilfoil has stoutly de- 
nied any knowledge of poison in his 
possession or in his home. 

The police are receiving much vol- 
unteer information from various per- 
sons who claim to be conversant with 
important facts and yesterday three 
Separate trips were made to outlying 
drug stores in an effort to locate a 
record of a purchase of arsenic. At 
@ drug store on West Fifty-fourth 
street it was found that Phillip Kii- 
foil had bought lysol, but no trace of 
an arsenic purchase by any of the K- 
foils was found. 

Detectives from the District Attor- 
ney’s office yesterday busied them- 
selves with gathering statements from 
little girl friends of Lillian Palmer. 
One of the giris said that she was

THE GIRL’S STORY. 


Lillian Palmer, the little girl who 
is about to be confined at St. Joseph's 
Sanatorium, in San Diego, yesterday 

gave testimony that implicafes Philip 
K:lfoil of mistreating her. he fe- 
fused, however, to implicate him ‘of 
poisoning. The innocent-looking child 
told her story haltingly to Deputy 
District Attorney Hogan yesterday as 
she lay in her room at the hospital. 
With her hair tied with a wide rib- 
bon, the blue-eyed girl looked like 
the merest child. She told of the 
relations that had existed between 
her and Kilfoil for two years. She 
said that Julla Kilfoll was aware all 
the time of the relations that existed 
between her and Philip. Often Julia 
called her over to the Kilfoil house 
when Philip was there, she said. , 
“I knew ‘Punk’ Hall, but Philip 
was my only sweetheart.” she as- 


mission of her family she visited at 
the Kilfoil house and went out with 
Philip two or three nights in a week. 
Often he gave her tickets to the mov- 
infg-picture show on Moneta avenpe 
which he conducted. She was reluc- 
tant to talk of the poisoning of Mary 
Kilfoil. 

1 don't know anything about the 
poison in the chocolate on January 
2. and haven't seen Philip since Mary 
died,” she said. 

Lillian recalled dates by gifts that 
Philip gave her. At such and such 
a time, when he gave her a certain 
doll, certain things happened, and in 
this childish way she recalled parts 
of her story. She emphatically said 
that Kilfoll was the only man with 
whom she had intimate relations, and 
said he was the father of her child. 
Mrs. Blaine, her mother, corrobo- 
rated her statement to this effect. 

Owing to the child's condition, the 
interview was as short as possibile. 
At any time she may become a moth- 
er. The final statement will be made 
by Lillian to the officers today. OwW- 
ing to her condition, the evidence can 


only be secured piecemeal. F

BIRD-EGG TREASURE 
SAVED FROM 


NE of the world's wonderful col- 
lections of birds’ eggs escaped the 
ravages of the roaring Arroyo 
Seco on Friday night by the prudence 
of Charles F. Lummis, the temporary 
caretaker. The eges—nearly 20, 000— 
were stored in the basement of Lum- 
mise Rouse at Avenue Forty-three. 
As the flood tore and ripped away the 
bank Rear which his house stands 
Lummis realized that the collection, 
valued conservatively at $30,000 and 
representing sixteen years’ labor in all 
parts bt the world, could not be re- 
placed If the waters went unchecked. 
Ordinary means were of no avail 


periencé as a hunter and trapper, Lum- 
mis cut down eucalyptus trees, stripped 
them of their branches, and fasten- 
ing wire taken from fallen telephone 
poles th the boughs, which were 
weighted with rocks, he tossed them 
into the flood. 

The boughs, unlike trees which had 
Leen cast into the Arroyo Seco, did 
not float downstream, but remained 
stationary and formed a breastwork 
against ‘wnich the flood roared and 
snarled, and baffled, swept onward in 
enother channel away from the bank.
